REPORT OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


I can, of course, report to you only the few observa- 
tions which I have made during the brief period that 
the schools. have been in my charge. 

But Ican assure you that few towns of the size of 
your own, are so well situated to have good schools and 
to secure all the benefits of them with so little loss of 
time and money. You have but two school districts, 
and your schoolhouses are situated within comfortable 
distance of nearly if not quite all the homes of the citi- 
zens. Seven-eighths of the pupils of the town belong to 
District No. 1, and the schools in the district could be 
easily graded, and have a complete course of study upon 
attainment in which advancement could alone be made. 
A well graded system, strictly adhered to, would give 
the teachers more time and better facilities for work, 
would be an act of simple justice to all industrious and 
capable scholars, and would mase great change for the 
better in the whole tone and character of the schools. 
There should also be rules and regulations for the guid- 
ance of teachers and scholars; and these, together with 
the course of study and the list of text books, should be 
printed, that they may be easily consulted by teachers, 
scholars and parents. 
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Should this be done, there would be unity in District 
No. 1. There would then be one school with its differ- 
ent departments and classes. ‘The teacher of the high- 
est department could then be made the Principal of the 
school, have the general charge of the buildings and the 
yard, see that they are kept in a neat and otherwise 
proper condition, and without diminishing the responsi- 
bility of the other teachers, whose duty it would be to 
co-operate with him in the discharge of his duties, he 
would be held responsible for the general discipline of 
the school. Only his bell should be the call for the 
scholars to come in at the opening of the sessions, the 
signal for dismission at the close of the school, and the 
one signal for recesses to commence and end. 

If a system like this should be adopted and should be 
heartily and steadily sustained by all parents, the school 
would be at once elevated in tone and efficiency, it 
would yield a full return for the money expended, and 
soon give you just ground to be proud of your school. 

In this connection it should be remembered that the 
amount of knowledge aequired by pupils is very far from 
being the only advantage of a good school. When a 
school is perfect in its order and in its work, a habit of 
prompt obedience is acquired which passes into the 
work, the business and the social affairs of mature life, 
and becomes an unconscious but powerful help to sug 
cess. A habit of perfectly mastering lessons becomes a 
habit in the affairs of mature life. And the good order 
and propriety of conduct of a good school become char- 
acteristics of the gentleman and lady of later life. We 
cannot afford a disorderly school upon any ground. Lit- 
tle knowledge can be acquired in one, and uncurbed 
habits of carelessness and rudeness do not end with 
school life. 

In District No. 1, the High School needs a complete — 
recasting. In its order and work it does not approach 
the demands that should be made upon it, for It seems 
to be doing its poorest rather than its best. ‘The schol- 
ars should be brought into far better habits, both of 
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body and mind. And what was said in the early part 
of the report respecting a course of study and of good 
order will apply with especial force to this school. 

{ found the Intermediate School in good order and 
showing good work. If the High School was under 
good discipline, the teacher of this school would find 
her task much easier. 

The Primary School was in excellent order, and being 
both well taught and trained. Miss Sanborn constantly 
guickens the life of her school. 

In District No.2 I found a superior school. The teach- 
er, Mr. 'Trickey, was very quiet and pleasant in his man- 
ner. The order was perfect, and was maintained with- 
out friction and without any apparent effort. The 
large scholars gave both willing and cheerful obedience 
and their conduct was at all times becoming young la- 
dies and young gentlemen intent only upon the work 
of the school; and the relation between the teacher and 
the younger scholars were very pleasant. There was 
no loss of time in the school, for the teaching was clear 
and rapid and the order all that could be required. I 
congratulate the District upon having had _ the services 
of so good a teach e
